Rochester, N. Y., Oct. 30,.— 
Plans have been under way for 
some time to expand the Selden 
Truck Corporation.

HEN George F. Bauer, secretary of the foreign trade 








committee of the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce, recently returned from a three-month trip 


abroad, he told us that the most remarkable thing that he 
found abroad was the change in attitude of European coun- 
tries toward the whole motor vehicle idea. Until now Europe 
has always held the motor car as a luxury for the rich. Motor 
car taxes are generally levied with this idea in mind. In 
England, for instance, thousands of middle financial class 
owners have been compelled by the heavy taxation to put 
their cars in storage and leave them there. Just remember 
that the tax on a Ford in Britain is more than $100 per an- 
num. 

This attitude Bauer finds is definitely changing. 
Europe has seen what the motor vehicle has done and is 
doing for this country in the way of giving us increased 
efficiency, and Europe is growing more and more deter- 
mined to have the same advantages for itself. In Eng- 
land there is a strong movement on to replace the pres- 
ent horse power taxes by a gasoline tax, which will per- 
mit every owner to use his machine, graduating his 
operation to suit his pocketbook. Pyke Johnson, of the 
N. A. C. C., who recently made an extended European 
trip, also called attention to this awakening. 


All this means that there is going to be a greatly broad- | 
ened market for American cars in what is, after all, the most | 


wealthy export market open to us. Bauer made the remark 
that if it were possible for our manufacturers to lay down 


ears in foreign countries at the same price that we pay at! 


home, the market there would quickly develop along the same 
lines that our own home market takes. Europe has not the 
same huge class of mediumly prosperous people that we have 
in this country. The question of price is going to be impor- 
tant in future selling there. But now that the people gen- 
erally realize the practical advantages of motor transporta- 
tion, there is going to be a strong movement in all the Eu- 
ropean countries to lower the tariff barriers and to drop the 
excessive taxation that has held the motor car so long in the 
luxury field. 

Last year John N. Willys, who is one of the closest stu- 
dent of export conditions in this country, told us that even- 
tually we must be ready to send abroad 2,000,000 motor cars 
a year. When the rest of the world becomes “motor con- 
scious” in the same sense that we are here at home, there is 
no limit that can be placed on the export demand for our 
automotive products. 

a e * 
Industrial Efficiency 

HEN we come to analyze the causes that have made 

the automotive industry so miraculously successful in 
the past decade, plain efficiency is found to be the funda- 
mental. The Bureau of Statistics of the Department of 
Labor in Washington recently gave out some figures which 
showed the relative efficiency of various industries. ‘These 
figures compared the efficiency of 1914 with that of 1925. 
The output and labor figures for 1914 were taken as 100, and 
on this basis the automobile industry in 1925 registered 310, 
and the tire industry showed 314. Thus the gain in effi- 
ciency during the twelve years for the automobile manufac- 
turing business was 210, while that of the tire makers 
was 214. 

By way of comparison it is interesting to note that the 
iron and steel industry showed a gain of 140, paper and pulp 
133, leather tanning 126, boots and shoes 117. When we 


strip matters down to essentials the gain in efficiency just 
about represents the economic gain of any given industry
